The Acting Secretary of State refer* to the program of 
"National Intel ligonoe Studies", and in this oonnoction sup- 
plies the Of floors in Charge with the following information. 

The "National Intelligence Studies "(FIS) are intended 
to be basio intelligence handbooks on foreign countries con- 
taining the background and current information required for 
strategio and policy planning by various government agencies 
and high level policy officials. The intelligence organisa- 
tions of the Departments of State, Army, Navy and Air Force, 
the Central Intelligence Agenoy, and certain civilian agencies, 
are cooperating in the production of those studies. Each 
National Intelligence Study is divided into chapter* and sections! 
responsibility for the production of particular chapters and 
sections is spooifically allocated to the various participating 
agencies* The Department of State's basio responsibility is 
for the whaptor* entitled "Political", "Sooiological" and 
"Economi o* « 
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In order to oarry out the extensive compilation of data, 
research, analysis, and preparation of copy required by this 
program, additional qualified personnel have been obtained 
fran special funds made available for the purpose* In the 
preparation of those portions of the studies which are the 
Department's responsibility, every effort is being made to 
utilise all pertinent information available in Washington* 

It is inevitable, however, that gaps and lacunae in the in- 
formation available will be developed in the oourse of re- 
search, for the filling of which it may be necessary to call 
upon the Foreign Servioe Establishments for additional informa- 
tion. Suoh requaattwill be the subject of future instructions 
carrying a referanoe to this oiroular instruction* The pro- 
duction of FIS studies on certain countries has been given 
high priority, and consequently instructions calling for addi- 
tional information from areas of a lower priority nay not be 
issued for some tlnf* 

The progress of the program will be considerably aided if 
Officers in Charge will make oertain that instruction from the 
Department for the proburement of published materials are ful- 
fillsd as expeditious l£r as possible* By using published 
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material (newspapers, periodicals, doemonta) as sources of 
information., it is hoped that direct additional burden on 
reporting officers can be be2d to a minima. She cooperation 
of the Officer-' in Charge in this matter mill materially assist 
the US program*
